JAPANESE PRODUCTS 


General agriculture in Japan is carried on by farmers on a 
very small scale. Land is divided into very small parcels and a 
piece of cultivated land of more than two acres is rare. Lily bulbs 
require a peculiar soil which must be extensively fertilized and care- 
fully cultivated. It is not advisable to grow bulbs in the same soil 
for more than four years, therefore growlers must be constantly on 
the move from one place to another if they wish to pursue the Lily 
growing business successfully. Many farmers cannot afford to grow 
Lily bulbs owing to the heavy cost of seed bulbs, land and fertilizer, 
and the time consumed in producing a crop wdiich will bring returns. 
Crops depend upon the w^eather and on the personal attention given 
the bulbs. 

There are but very few exporters of bulbs from Japan to all 
parts of the world — perhaps not more than ten, and most of the 
ten buy from the four largest exporters, who practically control the 
situation. Contrary to the general opinion, price is not the most 
important factor always in dealing with the Japanese grower. If 
you have established good business relations with him, he will con- 
tinue to sell to you, even though competitors offer higher prices. 
They are not bound, but are generally loyal to their usual buyers 
and often disregard price as though it w^ere no consideration what- 
ever. 

It is very seldom a white man can successfully deal with these 



growers direct, so Japanese buyers are employed by foreigners in 
Japan on commission to buy their requirements for export. Some 
shippers buy in the open market whatever is available, being only 
particular about size. This method may be at times profitable to 
the exporter, but is not conducive to good business principles, owing 
to the quantities of bulbs inferior in quality, disposed of in this way. 

Horseshoe Brand Bulbs are grown under various forms of 
contracts and investments, based upon the best grade of seed-bulbs 
produced in Japan. Many growers wish to connect with us, owing 
to the superior quality of seed-bulbs supplied. Some years ago 
Mr. Aral started about 70 farmers in one village to raise seed-bulbs. 
Contracts were given them and they were encouraged; fertilizer was 
furnished them, and money was advanced to them for what they 
needed, which strengthened them. They worked hard and culti- 
vated carefully and in 1906 produced 1,200,000 Giganteum and now 
almost all of the best bulbs are raised by these growers. 

Our first principle will be the quality. Some do not care 
much about quality, thinking all bulbs are alike. Any grower must 
know different. The deeper the bulbs are planted the better the 
quality. Our bulbs will always be superior to common importa- 
tions. Size is the next consideration and we make it a point to give 
a first-class assortment in every case. Extra packing can also be 
had at a slight additional cost.

Lilium Longiflorum 


Lilium Longiflorum 

Is the original Easter Lily exported from Japan. It is still exten- 
sively forced in England, but in America the demand has fallen 
oft to very small quantities, in favor of the Mnltiflornm variety. 

It is grown in lowlands and ready for export early. The 
Longiflornm flowers in Japan earlier than the Mnltiflornm, but it 
has more disease and dies earlier than the latter variety. 

Longiflornm flowers about the same as Mnltiflornm and has 
wider and fewer leaves. 




Lilium Longiflorum 
Multiflorum 

Has narrow leaves, lasts longer in the fields than the Longiflornm 
and has less disease. 

This variety and also the Ijongiflornm are grown within a 
short distance from Yokohama and surrounding cities. The two 
varieties are often grown in the same field together, in the lowlands, 
adjacent to the rice fields. Consequently, they are dug earlier than 
those varieties grown in colder climate and shipped abroad for early 
Lilies. At present the quality is excellent.

We consider, beyond a doubt, 
the best Easter Lily for gen- 
eral purposes to-day.

bulb was introduced about 12 
years ago by an English exporter and sent to London. 

The Gigantenms are propagated from the bulbul e produced 
around the underground stems. The larger the parent bulb, the 
more and larger will the bnlbnles be. Some 10-inch bulbs produce 
5 to 10 bnlbnles and sometimes as large a one as 5 inches^ in circum- 
ference. The size 7 to 9-inch usually produces 2 to 4-inch circle. 
They are planted in November and December and are dug out the 
next September, when they grow up to about 4 to 6 inches, which 
when planted will produce 6 to 8 and 7 to 9-inch bulbs the next Au- 
gust. If size 6 to 8-inch is planted they generally reach 9 to 10-inch 
the next August. The most skillful and intelligent growers grow' 
large-sized bulbs and get large bnlbnles, which will produce larger 
bulbs in three years than four years’ exertions wflth smaller sizes. 
Good bnlbnles always produce good bulbs.

Grow- 
ers are beginning to realize that the first 
cost does not always determine the real 
value of a Lily bulb. The true value is 
in the average production in flowers per 
thousand bulbs. We do not say that 
cheap bulbs are always bad by any means, 
but they will positively not average as 
well in say five years as the higher priced 
article, and as it is safer to follow the 
law of general averages than the rule of 
exceptions, we cannot recommend cheap 
Lily bulbs. One season’s failure owing 
to bad bulbs will sometimes cause a loss 
far exceeding the extra cost of better 
bulbs, for five years, to say nothing of 
the disappointment. 


Lily Bulbs 

Look very much alike, but their commercial value differs greatly. A grower requires a better 
bulb than the common kind if he wants the best results, because conditions to which they are 
subjected are often a severe strain on the vitality of the bulb. There are manv bulbs grown 
in Japan just to sell regardless of quality, the size being the only necessary requisite. Many 
of these are top-soil bulbs. To produce a bulb of quality and forcing strength requires longer 
time, more fertilizer and more careful cultivation. It must be started from a healthy seed- 
bulb of proper size, planted deep in the soil, well fertilized and well cultivated. This costs con- 
siderably more than bulbs planted near the top of the soil, where the hot sun can pour down on 
them in the fields and bring them to exportable size a year earlier.

You may have Lilies all the year around and sell them at a profit. Cold Storage Bulbs 
are no longer in the experimental stage but have come to stay. The Longiflorum varieties 
will flower in from 12 to 18 weeks after they are potted, according to facilities for forcing. 
Auratums and Speciosums require from 18 to 24 weeks. 55 to 60° is sufficient for Speciosums, 
while the Longiflorum varieties will do better at 5° lower temperature, especially from Noveim 
ber until February. Careful watering is necessary to avoid getting the soil too wet. Use 
j)]enty of manure and keep the plants free from aphis. Under these conditions Speciosums 
potted end of July and Longiflorums end of August will bring you flowers for Christmas.

Loochoo Longiflorum 

Loochoo Islands are situated south of Japan near 
the Tropic of Cancer, and comprise such islands as 
Yayeyama, Miyako, Okinawa, etc., extending very close 
to the island of Formosa and the Philippines. From 
the different types of Lilies being cultivated in these 
islands, there are some of very fine quality and abso- 
lutely free from disease. One variety especially is a 
very strong grower and produces perhaps the finest 
Lily fiower ever grown, being large, more substantial, 
petals are thicker than Mnltifiorum and Gigantenm, 
and of most perfect shape. Stems are very large, 
strong and long, with rich long green leaves and a few 
broader leaves at the top. Sample cases of this Lily 
were shipped from Japan July 12, 1909, arrived at 
New York August 10th, were planted about August 20th, 
and flowered January 10th, 1910, producing a very fine 
flower.

“PormOSas” (Oshima Longiflorum) 

‘‘Formosa” Lilies come from Oshima, an island situated between Kyushu and 
Ryukyu (Loochoo) Islands. Cycas stems and leaves are produced there. Islanders 
j)lnck small excrescences from the parent stem and grow them one or two years, to avoid 
rot during the voyage abroad. When orders come from Yokohama, they are dispatched 
in small boats to Japan. When the sea is rough it takes a long time to get them to the 
mainlami where they may be shipped by steamer from Nagasaki as ballast to Kobe, and 
from thence to all parts of the world. The Cycas trade has fallen off considerably and 
the Government office at Oshima found it necessary to interest the growers in other lines. 
Seed-bulbs were procured from Japan in 1902, and a small quantity of bulbs exported 
from Japan in 1906 to America for trial. The importance of these Lilies 
was not, however, recognized until 1908, when they were first advertised for 
sale. The Oshima Government Office encouraged the farmers until they produced last 
year about 2,800,000 of these bulbs. This quantity includes, of course, many small bulbs 
far from exportable. Owing to the nnskillfnlness of the growers many bulbs were planted 
too shallow and the supply was much smaller than expected last year. These so-called 
“Formosas” seem to be comparatively free from disease and very satisfactory, except 
that they do not average as many blooms per thousand bulbs as other varieties. The 
texture of the flower is not as good as that of the other varieties, and it sometimes 
grows entirely too tall. The crop comprises different varieties, three of the Gigan- 
tenm tyi)e, two of the Multiflornm and one of Longiflorum being the most prominent. 
As to the growing season and flowering time, the following table is recorded:

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Japanese Bulb Map 

This map has been prepared to show the approximate location of various bulb 
fields in Japan and her southern islands. The Lily fields near Yokohama and Tokio 
are about the same latitude as Norfolk, Va., with climatic conditions about like those 
at New York City. You will notice bulbs are now being grown near the Tropic of 
Cancer (about the same latitude as Havana, Cuba) with a view of producing bulbs 
which will mature early enough to get them to the United States in time to force for 
Christmas flowering. The Loochoo Longiflorum from Yayeyama Islands come the 
nearest to the desired results so far obtained. Below is a key to the map. 

No. 1. Kazusa District. — Longiflorum and Multiflorum fields. 

2. Awa District. — Longiflorum, Multiflorum and a few Giganteum. 

3. Kasarazu District. — Longiflorum, Multiflorum and a few Giganteum. 

4. Sagami-Muriagam District. — Longiflorum and Multiflorum. 

5. Sagami-Kuragigun District. — Longiflorum and Multiflorum. 

6. Sagami-Totsuka District. — Longiflorum and Multiflorum. 

7. Sagami-Nakagun District. — Longiflorum, Multiflorum and a few Giganteum. 

8. Angyo District. — Nursery Stock, Fancy Lilies, Speciosums, etc. 

9. Saitamaken District. — Giganteum, Longiflorum and Multiflorum. 

10. Hachijoshima Islands. — New Longiflorum and Multiflorum. 

11. Ikeda District. — PgBonias, Nursery Stock, etc. 

12. Koshiki Islands. — Wild Magnificum and other Speciosums. 

13. Oshima Islands.— ‘Formosa” Longiflorum and Cycas Stems. 

14. Okinawa Islands (Loochoo group). — Loochoo Longiflorum. 

15. Mikado Islands (Loochoo group). — Loochoo Longiflorum.

A little to the left of No. 7, along the coast and mountains, is where Horseshoe

Enshu District a few Multiflorum, Longiflorum and Giganteum are grown.

The Aphis (Greenfly) 

Tlie word Aphis is from the Greek, meaning unsparing or lav- 
ish, alluding to their extreme prolificness or voracity. 

It is an asexual insect and multiplies hy means of a kind of ex- 
ternal budding, the buds being developed into essentially asexual 
animals, which are neither male nor female; become converted into 
young aphides, which repeat the process over and over again as long 
as proper conditions of warmth and nourishment are maintained. 
From a pair of honey-tubes near the end of the abdomen, they emit 
a saccharine fluid, known as honey-dew or aphis sugar, which is 
greedily devoured by ants. 

The Aphis is perhaps the most destructive parasite Lily plants 
have to contend with, and it is very important that plants are kept 
free from them at all times.

In the early days grew wild in Japan and were han- 
dled by general exporters of Japanese produce, con- 
sisting entirely of foreign merchants. The business 
in this line developed to such an extent, however, that 
they found it required more special attention than 

these busy foreign mer- 
chants could devote to 
it and all the difficult 
problems of handling 
this class of produce 
were entrusted to spe- 
cialists who could de- 
vote their full energies 
to the troublesome bus- 
iness. This ^ave rise 
to the ultimate forma- 
tion of the first nur- 
sery business in Japan. 

Auratums grow wild 
still in many localities 
in Japan, but these are 
very perishable and 
cannot be exported 
safely. They are gath- 
ered in mostly 6 to 8’s 
and grown on for one 
or two years on the 
hillsides and cultivated, 
after which time thety 
will stand the long 
voyage necessary. 

Lilium Speciosum Rubrum 

Are largely exported together with Auratums and other 
Speciosums to England. American florists have not 
yet properly taken hold of these hardy Lilies, but the 
imports are increasing gradually and the florists are 
finding them valuable. Rubrum may be held well in 
cold storage for a long time, and can be bloomed at 
almost any time desired. They make a good Christ- 
mas article if properly handled. 

Large quantities of these bulbs grew wild on an 
island near Nagasaki, Japan, and when the supply be- 
came scarce a few years ago, these were brought over 
to the bulb fields and grown on for the present crop.

This bulb has been cultivated only for the last nine or ten years 
at St. Michaels, Azores' Islands, which are situated about 800 miles 
from Portugal, to which country the Islands belong. The islands are 
similar to Bermuda in climate, but of volcanic origin, whereas the 
Bermudas are of coral origin. These bulbs mature about the same 
time as the Lilium Harrisii, but the shipping facilities are very poor 
and the bulbs arrive later than the Harrisii on this account chiefly. 
Their gro^vth is uniform and steady and they are freebloomers. 
The bulb fields are protected by high stone walls, which act as wind- 
breaks. The flowers, although not quite so large as the Japan Mul- 
liflorum, are of good strong texture and perfect and stand a good 
deal of rough handling without injury. They will also stand the 
cold storage strain as well as any other Lily. 

The supply has so far been unequal to the demand and it is for 
this reason principally that the bulb has not been extensively han- 
dled. Our crop is increasing each year, however, and we hope soon 
to be in a position to supply the trade in general.
